The missionaries are doing their 
best to relieve the .situation, but a*e 
literally swamped by the heavy in­ 
flux. Thousands in Asia Minor who 
escaped the massacres are doomed 
to die of starvation and sickness un.

The refugees are from scores of 
different towns and they say that 
hardly a Christian family has escaped 
without the loss of one or more 
members, while in hundreds of cases 
whole families have been butchered.
